ous gummes, it diſtilis in greateſt 
plenty , af:cr ſtormes and violent 
thanders. And faith and holineſs haye 
never more flouriſhed, then when 
the Profeſſors of it have been well 
exerciſed by the perſecutions of the 
Adverſaryes. 4ud however the com- 
mon enemy of our Salvation doth 
then aR the Lyon, worrying the lit-

tle flock of Chriſt , devonring and | 


breaking in pieces and fam- 
Daniel. ping the nefdu with his feet, 
7-7. yet allthis miſchief is more 

then abundantly recompen- 
ſed by thoſe great advantages the 
Church of God receives by the 
triumphant ſufferings and exemplar 
patience of the Saints. Infomuch 
that the miſchucf he doth in calm and 
proſperous times is more to be-fea- 
red, becauſe not ſo ealily diſcrned & 
prevented, when by his ſerpentine 
ſybtilty he infinuates into the people 
of Gad, the leven of ſpirituall pride, 


ſchiſme, 
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{chiſme, contempt or of his 
word, with all the evills, that wan- 
tconnefle or ſecurity bring in their re- 


 tinue, ſo that as the bleſhngs of peace 


ule to make up our thanksgivings, 
we have now reaſon tomention them 
in our penitentiall threnes and the 
ſongs os our ſorrow. This cauſc/harh 
had an univerfall influence, and cor- 
rupted even fome of thoſe, whoſe 
Sacred Office obliged them to main-

Whence the ſecond cauſe has its 
nſe: The greac temifineſs both of 
civil and of ſacred diſcipline. This 
made men either tranſgreſle: the 
Lawes with impimity,or be cenſured 
with - patciality.... For the Eccleſi- 
aſtick /power !(with greif I mention 
It, not 2$.am argument of reproach) 
wasnot foſtrongly bent againſt pro- 
phaneneſle as'duty.and neceflity did 
require. To'wiich I -may adde that, 

iu A 4 whoſe 
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* whoſe parentage is of the ſame cauſe; 
the lives of manyChurchmen bore a 


greater conformity to theſins they 
were to reprove,. then the vertues 
and precepts they taught. T he world 


' hadfo high a place in ſome of their 


hearts, that themſelves ſoone found 
lictle intereſt in the hearts of the 
world. And when the Diſpenſers of 


religion fall ivto contempr, it muſt 


be a ſtrong arm, and more then that 
of flcſh, that can: bare up religion it 
ſelt, and keep that from falling too. 
As government in the Church was 


-intended a remedy againſt Schiſme, 


ſo:the. corruption of government 
letin Schiſmes and Faions in a full. 
channel]. 

Andthat- is a third cauſe of the 


decay of piety, wiz. The Schilmes, 
which have ſo ſhaken the fabrick of 


this Church, that nothing but a 
hand revealed from heaven can re- 
ſtore it again 10 its former ſtrength 


hath 
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hath had his evill influence uponthe 
doctrines of almoſt all parties, that 
they have reſpeRively thought the 
beſt way to find a truth, was to ſtand 
themſelycs at the greateſt diſtance 
they could from their opponents. 
That there were few parts either of 
Faith and Obedicnce which were not 
by ſome diflenting parties reported 
as needleffe- ſuperſtition or finfull, 
upon no better ground then this, thar 
the thing could not be good in ic 
ſelf, becauſe it came from an adver- 
ſary : a ground as vain, as if the Spa. 
niard ſhonld refuſe the Gold-with 
which his Indian fleet comes home 
laden, becauſe it comes from the 
Antipodes of his imperiall City. By 
this meanesFaith and good Workes, 
Prayer and Preaching, Repentance 
& Evangclicall Holineſſe, Prayer in 
Formes and Extempore have been al-> 
ternately cryed up-to- one anothers 

rejudice or loſſe. And theeffe& hath 


been aS ul, as- the ns was full 
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of errour and miſtake. And from 
theſe diſputes, the concluſion hath 
been made by many, that reli- 
£10n might be well enovgh preſcrved 
and God ſufficiently ſerved without 
any of theſe ; that what any facti- 
on diſputed againſt was not at all 
necelary , that the inftances of all 
duty were ſo clecrly in Scripture de- 
termined, that no argument could 
| beftrong enough to make a tender 
conſcience doubt of the neceſlity. 
It cheſe ſpeculations had beene con- 
kned to the Schools, the miſchief had |
